Sonic 
maminals can l>o traced In the rocUa 
of the Ago oC the Ucptilca; but Ihoy 
nro very few and entirely overshad- 
owed tho the huge numbers of the 
latter. "When tho order ol Roptllla 
reach their end, tho Mammals lako 
charge of the land, modify themselves 
to live In the sea, and oven adapt 
tliemaclvcs to life In the air. The Age 
ot-the MammalH Is In the Tertiary and 
Quaternary periods; and In tho late 
part of the latter period occurs the 
beglnnlns of the human f.amlly. 

Th« evolution ot man was hastened 
by his assumption oC the erect posture 
and by his change from arboreal to 
lerrcslrlaa life; but these changes arc 
vony probably due to geological varia- 
tion* which adequately account for 
the evolution.

MANUFACTURE OF FIRE 
BRICmiSCUSSED

Into an auger machine from whldi It 
in extruded by tho auger through a 
rectanBular die. As It leaves the dlo 
It la cut by a ni»\'lng wire or gang 
of wires Into *rlck shape. It la then 
ready for drying. Those aro somc- 
: times repressed. From tho represser 
iwhlch i« 'Powcr-oporatcd, the brick 
«oe»itQ the drjer. 

/In tHo mnlklng of so called dry pres- 
KCd brick, a small amount of temp'r- 
Ing w.itcr Is u.sed, only sufflclenl to 
produce tho necessary plasticity for 
bonding. Tho clay is only slightly 
moist and nms as a powder from the 
hoppers from which It is fed to the 
• prcasers. Thc?e presses have from two 
^O^lX moirfds Into which tho clay Is 
■ fejl;' The (pressing mechanism oonslBts 
of plungcro which exert pressure both 
from .ihovo and bi.'low when tho cWy 
is In tho mould. The pressure exerted 
runs as high a» 3000 lbs. per equare 
Inch. From tho dr>' press. the bricks 
go to the drj'cr but Bometlmcs directly 
to the Win where tlii} drying Is carried 
out an part of the burning. 

"When the brpks have been thorough 
ly dried, thej' arc act n the kllno for 
burning, llring In done with coal, gaa 
or, oil. There nro a number of fire 
..boxen arranged at equal dlstancps 
"around tho round kilns or along the 
" tn^J sides of tho rccljuigular kilns, 
there being three IjTies of kilns, name 
ly, the periodic continuous .and tunnel 
kilns. Tho flames travel upward 
through the fire pocTcous Int-lde the 
kiln to the crown and ore then drawn 
through tho Interstices' between the 
bricks U> flues In tho floor of the kiln 
and thenco to the chimneys.
